Fortunately, my husband, Rog, and I are members of the Utah Numismatic 
Society (UNS), the host club for the ANA 8th Mid-Winter convention that was 
held in Salt Lake City, Utah, Feb 20-22, 1986. Consequently, when UNS members , 
were invited to submit design entries for a club medal to honor & promote that 
convention, I was excited & eager to do so. My first design submitted (example 


"struck out," much to my dismay. However, I kept it on file anyway. Someday 


it is 


going to become a wooden nickle or a cachet for a "PNC". 


The club members were invited to enter a second com- 
etition for the third & final medal of this parti¬ 
cular series, to be struck in 1986 and sold at the 
convention. As we discussed this new opportunity, we 
came to the conclusion that there was only one logical 
design choice; that being MORMON GOLD! Why? 


Utah has the distinction of being one of the very few 


states having had her own monetary system back when she was young & still a 
territory. The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints people, known as the 
"MORMONS", settled the Great Salt Lake Valley in July 1847. This new home for 
these Mormon pioneers was rather isolated from the more populated parts of our 
young America & they lacked a medium of commonly accepted monetary exchange which 
made it quite inconvenient for those traveling through from other areas of our 
country. A combination of events soon changed this circumstance. 



Many Mormon men had joined the U.S.Army to fight in the Mexican war. They 
became known as the Mormon Battalion. After their discharge & they were able to 
go to Utah, some of them stopped at Sutter's Mill in California Territory where 
James W. Marshall, Mormon Battalion veteran, was the first to discover GOLD!' 
(*1) His discovery on 24 Jan 1848 led to the California gold rush of 1849/1850. 
Many of the battalion members only stayed at Sutter's Mill long enough to dig 
sufficient gold to be able to buy supplies & get to the Great Salt Lake Valley. 
When those that had mined brought wages & gold into the valley , it became a 
source for the medium of exchange. 


But, the gold dust was difficult to weigh with accuracy & to exchange; 
there was waste & inconvenience, consequently, the Church Leaders decided they 
should make the dust into coins. While waiting for the dies to be made, the 
gold dust was carefully weighd & put into paper bags from $1 to $20 increments. 
(The Mormons were the first to mint a $20 denomination gold coin). This made it 
much easier to use &was the first officially issued money in the Great Salt Lake 
Valley. 

On 25 Nov 1848 Brigham Young, Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
President & some fellow members drew designs & inscriptions for the $2%, $5, $10, 

& $20 gold coins to be minted. On the obverse was the motto "HOLINESS to the LORD' 
with the emblem of the priesthood- a three pointed Phrygian crown over an All- 
Seeing Eye of Jehovah. On the reverse of the $10 coin were the words PURE GOLD, 
the value, TWO CLASPED HANDS & the date 1849. On the reverse of the other denomi¬ 
nations were the initials GSLCPG (Great Salt Lake City, Pure Gold), the value, 
the TWO CLASPED HANDS, & the date. The TWO CLASPED HANDS representing (*1) friend¬ 
ship & (*2) signifying strength & unity. For those 3 reasons I chose & designed 
my second concept as shown in example # B. (My original thought was to show both 
sides full of the gold coin, but the final draft shows my decision to make the 
ANA more equallyr.ptominant) . 

The affore mentioned gold coins were struck with uniform weight, fineness & 
value at the Deseret Mint which was established on South Temple Avenue just west 
of the old Church administration building, near where the Westin Hotel Utah gar¬ 
age is now located.

Including all denominations there are estimates of 
between 250 & 300 Mormon gold coins having sur¬ 
vived from the original mintages, putting them in 
the rare coin classification. It is noted how¬ 
ever, survival rate is not actually known & some 
dealers believe it could be as much as 500 
pieces.

As I am an Albert Einstein Collector, my most 
meaningful elongateds are these four varieties 
as pictured below. These were issued March 1979 
to commemorate the 100th Anniversary of the birth 
of Albert Einstein. The pieces were rolled and 
issued by Elmer Anderson of Warwick, R.I.,doing 
business as Pontiac Press of the same city. The 
engraver was Adam J. Cool of Brigantine, N.J. (Both of these fine per¬ 
sons have passed away). The advertised issue by Pontiac Press was on 
United States coins only, but a small number were later rolled on Israel 
coins, Illustrated below are the elongated coins along with the normal

Brief Historyi 

Albert Einstein was born in Ulm, Germany March 14, 1979. When he was a 
boy his family moved to Switzerland where he attended the Polytechnic 
Institute in Zurich. After graduation he went to work P ^ e ?i t 

fice in Berne. In 1905 he published his Special Theory of Relativity. In 
1914 Einstein was appointed Professor of Physics at Berlin University and 
then Director of Physical Research at the Kaiser Wilhelm Institute. His 

historic General Theory of Relativity was published in 1916 1 in 1921 he 
received the Nobel Prize in Physics for his work on photoelectric effects 
To escape the Nazis Einstein left Germany in 1933 and came to America, be 
coming a United States citizen in 1940. He was appointed Professor of 
Theoretical Physics at the Institute of Advanced Studies at Princeton 
University. When Einstein died on April 18, 1955, the world lost one of 
its greatest scientist of all time, a champion of'academic and democratic 
freedom, and above all, a great humanitarian. 
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Elmer Anderson incorporated some of the rolled U.S. cents to make 
Philatelic-Numismatic-Combinations (PNCs). On the left side of the cover 
is the "First Day of Issue" cachet, featuring the portrait of Einstein, 
dates, etc.j and on the right is the U.S. 150 Einstein stamp (Scott #1??4) 
Postmarked "First Day of Issue" Princeton, N.J. March 4, 1979 . An illus¬

A ONCE IN A LIFETIME EXPERIENCE. 2 3 April 1986 

Halley's Comet has truly been one. Vance made me a beautiful die and I 
decided it might be something others would like, so I advertised in Coin 
World. What happened has been exciting, to say the least. I have received 
orders from over 100 Non-TEC people in 32 different states and Canada. One 
of whom lust notified me that he had sent one of the coins to an acquaintance 
in the Beijing (Pekin) Planetarium. Probably the only coin like it in all of 
China! Maybe the only Elongated! Who knows. 

Each order filled was accompanied by a copy of the "Out of this world 
interview" as printed in the January, February, March, issue of the TEC News. 

I received many comments and thanks for the article as well as the coins. 

I had to collect the buttons I burst all over the place after receiving a 
letter from Judge Jack R. Blackmon of Corpus Christi, Texas who used the idea 
of the interview with Halley, greatly expanded into a 20 minute program, for 
the Civltan Club on March 25 , 1986. He gave a coin to each Civitan member and 

their guests. Said it was the biggest corwd in years. He sent me a copy of 

their 14 page script. (I'd loved to have seen it as the Judge dressed in a 
long black velvet robe with a Halley's cap.) The script contained much int¬ 
eresting information I hadn't found previously. 

Some of the other experiences logged; Grandparents bought coins to give 
their grandchildren, School teachers to give their students, others I can only 
guess at; such as Travel Agents, Ministers, Doctors, Military people, 8 year 
olds as well as 84 year olds. One of them said he had seen the comet in 1910! 

"Once in a Lifetime," indeed! Heard from several that were 24 4 or 5 years 

old in 1910 . 

Like I said, experiences indeed. I received orders in the oddest ways. One 
man sent in his printed on a S100.00 play money note. Some just sent cash 
along with a picture of the ad. Some very formal letters and checks, some 
ordered and sent everything—except the money. I sent their coins anyway and 
quickly received money and an apology. One day I received an order from a 

man in Seattle and a man in Chattanooga-both with the same name! You think 

that wasn't confusing? Received orders from persons that hadn't seen the ad 
but had seen the coins from someone that had. I even received an order for 3 
"Mark Twain" coins. (Whose?) Sent coins and as expected, received no explana¬ 
tion. One man put in his order then announced he had just bought a "First Bus 
Token from Salem, OR." for 8150.00!!! (I didn't even know we had had bus tokens.) 

One father sent me an order with instructions that I send them addressed to 
hie KIDS, I thought this interesting so I sent along 3 Pet Pennies beside. 
Received a "Thank You" not* from a 10 year old boy. Said he and his two sisters 
enjoyed them. One being 6 and the other 4£ months. The latter thought they 
tasted pretty good. Included in the letter was a thank you from the mother 
that was worth 1,000 the value of the coins. 

Many asked if I had other coins. Those I sent one of my lists and an appli¬ 
cation to TEC. Hopefully we will pick up some new members. 

Some of the more unusual queries; One man asked if I would send along with 
his order, a 1984-d cent. Said where he lives they didn't get many "d" coins. 
Would you believe the third cent I looked at was 1984-d! Now he has a full card. 
One person sent in twice as much money as his order called for. I filled the 
full order. He must have been happy as I haven't heard from him. I offered to 
buy back what coins he didn't need. One man asked me if I could put at least 
one Comet on a 1986 cent. I wrote to explain we won't get 1986a out here until 
later in the year, but that if he would send me some I would paint them and run 
them off for him. He sent me three and mentioned that he had just gotten them 
himself. In change from McDonalds! 


One of my choicest experiences was an order written in a childish print. 

She said she was 8 years old and wondered if I knew anyone that would write 
her as a "pen Pal". if I didn't, would I be one. 1 sent her order andtold her 
I had given her letter to our son Vance who had children her age and she should 
be hearing from his 10 year old daughter soon. One order came in written in 
what I judged to be a young teenager's hand. I mentioned that and he responded 
by telling me that X had missed by 6 months. He was 12^*. 

I received letters from experts on Comets, on History,’ on Coins, on Genea- 
ogy, on Heraldry, and from retirees on pensions. Some had names that looked 
unpronounceable but translated into common sounding names. I asked questions 
about their names and guessed as to their origins. (Did fairly well as several 
wrote to tell more.)

Recently I conducted a rather extensive (and unsuccessful) 
search for the elusive elongated commemorating the 1911 Pittsburg 
Promotes Progress drive. The elongated is cataloged as PENpit#l 
and is ranked only as an R-4 rarity. 

My collecting objectives include "yesterday's elongateds" 
and Pittsburgh area exonumia, which makes the Pittsburgh elongateds 
very appealing to me. And after Doug Fairbanks found the rare 
PENpit#4 for me, the possibility of completing the set with #1 
became more realistic. 

Mr. Fairbanks has since probably been baffled by the onslaught 
of requests for the PENpit#! piece. This being a result of me 
asking token dealers to keep an eye out for the piece. 

These dealers then contact Doug who tells them the same thing he 
told me — it's not available. 

I have also tried classified ads in local antique papers, 
exonumia club newsletters, and Coin World. Most of these ads have 
generated only chain-letters, which I do not unfortunately collect, 

I've only advertised in papers in which the ad would cost 
under three dollars. Newspapers like the Sunday edition of the 
Pittsburgh Press would cost almost half of what the actual elongated 
would. A transportation token collector asked me why I even bother 

advertising for "something that doesn’t seem available." But then 
again he also thought one of the vulcanite Pittsburgh transportation 
tokens was inaccessible until I got one through a similiar class¬ 
ified ad. 

Still, the R-4 rating intrigues me. Unless it was an over¬ 
sight, there had to have been some reason why at one time the 
piece was thought to be as common as the other Pittsburgh elon¬ 
gateds. Hopefully the ugly possibilities of a hoard or an open 
die are not the reasons for its rather low rarity rating. 

Right now it looks as though I'll have to take the advice 
of a fellow Pittsburgh collector and just "be patient," But in 
the meantime 1 if anyone has any further information on PENpit#!, 

I'd sure appreciate hearing from theml

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THE JIM BEAM BOTTLE ELONGATES

Although my memory won't win any awards for perfection the 
interest in Danny Crabb's Jim Beam Bottle series motivates this article. 

Warren Bunge and this writer were instrumential in Danny buying 
a unit. If memory serves me right, it was a Blue Dot special from Bob 
Luchtman originally owned by Warren and then resold to Danny. The unit 
served Warren for some time and many fine dies were created. I helped 
produce the first ones and as Danny was a customer of mine (I sold ads 
to him for COINage) and also told him about making the Jim Beam Elongates. 

He gave me the go-ahead to make the first group...I can't remember how 
many dies, but there were a lot and I did the art work in the following 
manner. All the available bottles were in Danny's stock as they were very 
popular with bottle collectors at the time. It was a "hot 1 hobby. Danny 
allowed me to photograph his bottles and I enlarged each negative to an 
8 X 10 print. I then used Higgins black ink to go over all the detail 
until the entire bottle was converted from a photo to a line drawing. 

Because some areas remained outside of the bottle itself, I bleached out 
the print, via an iodine solution and later hypo, this totally eradicated all 
traces of the original and the ink "drawing" was perfect for a line photo to 
be taken. It was this process that allowed exact reproductions to be made. 

The coins were all dimes, nothing especially important at the 
time, but later when silver dimes became important, that fact added to the 
desirability of the set. 

Those who own my book. Today's Elongatdds will find all the data 
that was available at the time of printing in it, listed under Danny Crabb, 
of course. 

In answer to a lot of letters I have received, asking if I have 
any of the coins for sale... no, I do not But I know that Douglas Fairbanks 
had some and may still have some. It is nice to know that Danny s 
judgement about the importance of his productions has been proven correct. 

Those of you who did not know Danny missed a man with a zest for 
lift, a flair for business and who was a merchant who appreciated the 
collectors visiting his coin shop, whether they bought or not. His demise 
left a void impossible to fill and the series is a group that can be 
reguarded as a tribute to someone who made all who knew him better for 
thst contact•

"Souvenirs" or Memento (a thing to remember), commemoration of the event. The 
word souvenir was often on the elongate. The word jjCoin" is just a vehicle used 
to remember the Fair. The word souvenir was put on piece of wood, wooden money, 
cups, silk pillows, cloth flags etc. In this case the elongate would fit well’ in 
collection of World Fair items , and are so listed in W. F. auction catalogs. U.S. 
cents were used because they were inexpensive and most accessible. This is a 
Numismatic vehicle, unless-it was rolled on blank planchet (Disc) then it would 
fit elsewhere as ("Exonomia" item). Nov/ when elongates are rolled on various 
metal, coins, tokens, for membership, store cards, birthdays etc. they are still 
elongated round metals but used for different purposes and will fit in any 
collection that has common purpose. The Elongated Coin is versatile. Change 
the costume and it becomes a different char actor. "'What ’ s "Your Opinion"?
